FOUR MEN DIE 
IN PLUNGE 
FROM BRIDGE 


KITTERY, Maine (UPI) — Eleven men fell 95 
feet to the ground today when a platform on which 
they were working collapsed-on a highway bridge 
under construction. Four men. were killed and 
seven were injured, three seriously. 

The platform holding 15 workmen gave way 
at one end but three managed to grab girders and 
a fourth was snared in a rope until rescued. 


The. moveable platform was beneath the 
roadway of the $21 million bridge designed to 
carry Interstate 95 over the Piscataqua River 
which flows between Kittery and Portsmouth, N.H. 


* * * 


As the platform gave way, two workers 
grasped bridgework but lost their grip and plunged 
to the dirt below. 


Firemen on aerial ladders rescued the three 
men trapped in the girders for more than one hour. 
The workman dangling from a rope was brought 
down by a rescue crew in a large crane. 

Cause of the accident was not known. 

John Shea, 23, an engineer-technician at 
Portsmouth naval shipyard, said he heard a “loud 
bang” and saw the platform tilt. 


He said he saw six men clinging, to the 
platform and one slipped off. He said that as he 
climbed a fence to offer aid, “I saw another man 
who was holding onto a girder slip off.” 


* * * 


The workmen were removing planking be- 
neath the bridge. The platform moved back and 
forth crosswise on two I-beams. The beams, he 
said, apparently sagged downward, tilting the 
platform and dumping out the workmen. 

A fire official who helped rescue two of the 
men trapped in the girders said one was “very cool 
— he helped guide us to him.” He said the second 
man Was in a state of “semi-shock.”

WASHINGTON (CP) — The Senate voted 
today to repeal the 1964 Gulf of Tonkin resolution, 
amid sharp debate over tactics being followed by 
Republican supporters of President Nixon's South- 
east Asia policies.

The six papers — totalling a 
concise aggregate of only 200 
pages — are the distillation of 
the mdst intensive and longest 
policy review by the Trudeau 
administration on any sub- 
ject. 

They are expected to propose 

some wrenching changes in 
Canada’s traditional stance 
towards the outside world 
and, — because—of—Canada's 
special role as a inrovative 
and influential middle power, 
are likely to be given ex- 
tremely close scrutiny 
throughout the capitals of the 
world not only for information 
on the specific Canadian pians 
but hints for general trends in 
the international climate.

Canada's Nationalism Worries the U.S. 


ANADA has of late given American 
officialdom much to mull over. A 
protective note has. been struck in Prime 


Minister Trudeau's Arctic initiatives, in -- 


the Denison Mines 
affair, and in relation 
to energy resource 
generally. Proposed 
tax reforms contain 
overtly nationalist in- 
centives to invest- 
ment in Canadian 
industries, and a re- 
view of the whole 
question of foreign 
investment goes for- 
ward. 

Amid public outpourings of nationalist 
sentiment, Energy Minister J. J. Greene 
links the various Canadian moves to a 
grand pattern of revulsion from the US. 
and -assertion of a “new Canadian 
nationalism”’ involving strong resistance 
to American penetration and influence. 

On a different level, the Canadian 
dollar is freed from its peg, raising 
questions as to the effect on the U.S. 
balance of payments and on _ the 
monetary system as a whole. 

USS. officials conversant with Canada 
have yet to assimilate all of this, but 
some preliminary. thoughts about the 
drift of events are beginning to emerge.

In some official quarters, there is 
distinct uneasiness about some of the 
channels in which the nationalistic 
currents are flowing. Among the U.S. 
concerns is the possibility that elements 
of the tax reform package and a general 
stiffening of attitudes toward foreign 
investment indicate a trend which will 
increasingly qualify the virtually free 
flow of capital between the U.S. and 
Canada. It is said American trade and 
payments would be affected, and the 
question of a U.S. adjustment would thus 
arise. 

An extreme formulation is as follows: 
By employing tax advantages which 
would direct the flow of Canadian 
investment, Canada would divert a 
substantial amount of investment away 
from the U.S., to the detriment of both 
U.S. industrial growth and the balance of 
payments. If there was no corresponding 
reduction in.the flow of U.S. investment 
to Canada, the U.S. would have to 
take offsetting steps. 

This could mean ending special 
arrangements by which Canada is 
exempted from restrictions on borrowing 
by foreigners and on investment abroad 
by U.S. firms. (Specifically, Canadian 
institutions.-and U.S. ‘subsidiaries in 
Canada benefit from exemptions from 
the interest equalization tax on borrow- 
ing, and from direct controls on capital 
movement instituted in 1968 to bolster 
the U.S, balance of payments.) 


Could Inhibit Flow 


The way would be clear for such an 
effort to inhibit the flow of money to 
Canada, because it could no longer be 
argued that controls would be disruptive 
of a free interchange of money between 
the two countries. (This would already 
have been undermined by the Canadian 
tax reforms.) 

it could further—be~ said that -imposi- 
tion of controls would be in accord with 
changes in the basic payments picture — 
changes attested to by the unpegging and 
revaluation of the dollar. The strength of 
the dollar reflected movement away 
from a deficit in trade with the: U.S., that 
is, away from the disadvantageous 
situation which formed the basis for the 
exemptions through which Canada was 
provided with continued inflows of 
capital to offset the trade deficit. Since 
there was not now the same need for the 
offset, withdrawal of the exemptions 
would not be out of order ; 

It must be stressed that this is an 
extreme formulation, though the fact 
that it even arises is a significant 


% 


indication of the harsh mood prevailing 
in some quarters. Among calmer, and 
more influential, officials the harshest 
talk is discounted. In particular, there is 
flat rejection of anything smacking of 
reprisal against Canadian moves, actual 
or proposed. 


A more moderate formulation is as 
follows: There is concern as the 
payments situation which will emerge 
from Canada’s movement away’ from. a 
trade deficit with the U.S. and the 
consequent unpegging and revaluation of 
the dollar. Though there is the prospect 
of gains on the U.S. side, it is considered 
likely that the basic pattern will continue 
to be one of Canadian strength, allowing 
limited scope for improving the over-all 
U.S. payments balance. (It is recognized 
that the U.S. cannot automatically look 
for improvement through restoration of a 
trade surplus with Canada sufficient to 

, offset deficits elsewhere.)

Stirring Turbulence 


This alone makes for turbulence in 
trade matters, notably the Canadian- 
American auto ‘agreement, with its 
residual elements of protection for the 
Canadian industry. With autos, a large 


factor in Canada's. strong export per- 
formance, the U.S. is increasingly 
intolerant of . these special provisions, 
which, .in effect, give the Canadian 


industry an added stimulus. 


Superimposed. on this are the national- 
ist provisions*of the tax-reform package, 
and the possibility of further measures 
related to foreign investment in Canada. 
The immediate concern is with the 
proposed direction of Canadian money 
into Canadian stocks, while Canadian 
borrowers, and provificial govertiments 
in’ particular, would continue to rely 
heavily on New York. This could 
exacerbate the U.S. payments diffi- 
culties, and U.S. officials are taking a 
hard look at the prospetts. 

An important consideration is that the 
U.S. may well distnantle its system of 
restraints on capital ‘ movement 
possibly beginning early mext year. 
Canada thus stands to be put on the 
same footing as the rest of the world, 
but through a general removal of 
controls rather than through a with- 
drawal of exemptions. 

The movement away from controls 
must, however, be reconciled with the 
need to strengthen the balance of pay- 
ments, and the Canadian trade situation 
will be a large consideration in this. 
However, it is thought to be too early to 
tell what sort of corrective action might

A Collision 
Of ‘Disasters

Standing along with the 
Canadian Labor Congress and 
the Prices and Incomes Com- 
mission are the personalities 
who lead and symbolize them, 
Donald MacDonald and. John 
Young. 

It is crystal clear after last 
week's happenings that 
Donald -MacDonald has a 
bitter concept, bordering on 
hate, for PIC and all its 
works (‘‘a servile agency of 
the Government’’). 


It is just as clear that the 
grinning Dr. Young tends to 
become the grimacing Young 
when organized jabor enters 
his stream-of-mouth. He radi- 
ates a patronizing distaste for 
labor’s negative and ‘‘stupid” 
resistance to his reasoning. 

It’s worth examining the 
question whether this stand- 
off, so crippling to any 
achievement of voluntary con- 
trols in the economy, is solely 
on issues, or is an unfortunate 
matching of conflicting per- 
sonalities.at the root of much 
or all of the impasse. You 
can't go into the answer 
without jettisoning any “nice 
Nellie’’ neutrality. 


Over the past year of 
observing Dr. Young and a 
longer period of following 


Donald MacDonald's leader- 
ship of the CLC, I’ve reached 
some firm opinions about 
each man. In shortest com- 
pass, I believe Young is a 
disaster and MacDonald 
another, though the extenuat- 
ing circumstances are kinder. 


The first point to--make 
about Dr. John Young is that 
he has never been a great 
economist. His list of pub-

But as anyone who has 
spent time with the military 
knows, very many soldiers 
under 25, particularly those 
doing the fighting, use 
marijuana to relax and take 
their minds off the war. 

Largely because smoking 
pot is illegal there has been a 
marked absence of good 
statistics. Undoubtedly the 
Army has played it down, 
saying, quite rightly, that 
most marijuana users. picked 
up the habit before they came 
to Vietnam. 


For some, pot is an antidote 
to fear. Since General West- 
moreland’s time most of the 
fighting has been done by 
small patrols, many of which 
can go for weeks without 
meeting the enemy, stumbling 
into an ambush, or kicking a 
booby trap. Then one day it 
happens. Your number comes 
up. Terror is in the un- 
expected. 

Grunts (the expressive 
slang for an infantryman) on 
patrol tend not to use pot. 
Most of them have heard 
chilling stories of stoned 
soldiers who have blundered 
into deadly ambushes. 

A young lieutenant con- 
firmed this. “My platoon 
averages 23 men of whom 
maybe three did not use 
grass. Most of the fellows 
wouldn’t allow anyone to 
smoke in-the field. One soul 
brother did, but he was pretty 
unpopular.” 

An infantry captain who 
first came to Vietnam in 1967 
told me: “In thé field we had 
no problem. What I mean is I 
never noticed that any of my |

The weed grows wild, the 
weed is cultivated; Viet- 
namese rarely use it but since 
the Americans arrived they 
have discovered a new cash 
crop. 


With three harvests a year, 
the Mekong Delta is the 
marijuana bow! of Vietnam. 
Until police moved in to 
destroy crops, some farmers 
were giving up rice and 
turning to cannabis. 


But destruction urged by 
the army and United States 
federal agents hardly touches 
the. supply.

Very sensibly the army puts 
most of its eftort into educa- 
tion, Most units have 
admirable “amnesty pro- 
grams.” If a soldier feels he 
needs treatment—in some 
units even after he has been 
apprehended by the law—he 
can go toi the surgeon or the 
chaplain without fear of 
charges or notes on_ his 
record, 


A survey made by the sur- 
geon of the 173 Airborne 
Brigade concluded by saying: 
“What we have seen clinically 
is a majority of rather in- 
capable, frustrated, poorly 
educated, passive - aggressive 
personalities complicating the 
many problems they already 
have by becoming involved 
with the use of marijuana,” 


But another brigade sur- 
geon showed the army's other 
face. “I regard the use of 
drugs as just another symp- 
tom,” he said. “in Vietnam 
all there is for most people to 
do is what they don’t want to 
do. I’ve no doubt that pot 
aggravates a man’s existing 
psychotic problems,”* 


Then he added as a parting 
shot: ‘‘But if I was five years 
I'd probably be 
smoking the stuff myself."

* which would relay information on enemy movements and 
instantly retaliate, ‘“‘War will thus—be- brought- -to—-tatal 
sophistication,” the scientist said.

Armegeddon by instant computation by a transistorized 
monster ,that apparently can get all balled-up over some 
simple phone calls, had me feeling suddenly like a sparrow 
caught in a badminton game. 

Frank Grealy was, as I say, soothing. A bushy-haired, 
| calm man of 38 who has worked with computers for six 
| years, which puts him in the covered wagon set of his 

profession, he’s in charge of the city’s data processing. 


A huge window in his office looks inward on a gleaming 
4 IBM machine called the 360 Model 20. As we talked it was 
out there, moaning softly, analyzing crime statistics, 
compiling your property assessments and taxation, gliding 
through accounts payable, costing vehicle expenses and God 
knows what. Had it been plotting the overthrow of the 
western world it wouldn't have surprised me. 


“First of all,” said Grealy, oozing reassurance, 
“computers seldom, if ever, make mistakes. It's easy to pass 
the buck to them, but in our two years with the 360 I've yet 
to see it goof. It’s only human error that causes it to go 
wrong. In the business we say ‘garbage in, garbage out.’ 
Why, computers even have the human capacity of shutting up 
if they’re confused, We've tried to.cenfound this. one. with 
impossible demands. It just sensibly clams up. 


“As for its capacity for evil, as a weapon of war, for 
example, you come back to the same story. Man still controls 
his own destiny. The computer is just one of the fools he 
uses. Not a very reliable tool, either, in the case of war, 
because you can kill a computer cold stone dead just by 
| pulling the plug. John Edward Pfeiffer, who looked into this, 
pointed out that you'd need to mobilize tens: of thousands of 
computers for battle conditions, that they’d be prime targets 
and, more important, if just one was destroyed the result 
could be a chaotic informational traffic jam.

“But, you see, when you've worked with computers, when 
you accept that the human evolution is the evolution of 


machines, you tend to think only of the immense good they 
can do. 


“Man won't lose his questioning nature. He'll just find the 
answers quicker. This computer’s work, you see, is measured 
in nanoseconds, That's a billionth of a second! There are as 

Many nanoseconds in one second as there are seconds in 30 
years! 


“What that means, in real terms, is that a scientist may 
accomplish in one day what would take a hundred years 
without thé machine. When you think of what that’s done and 
will do, how it will design better cities for the future, offer 
new dimensioons in education and medicine, bring the day 
when you can simply dial a central computer to find instant 
answers, then you just have to have faith.” 


Steadied by these encouraging words I rose to leave, 
then recalled the question I'd ‘meant to ask about computers 
selecting ideal mates for matrimony. 


“Would you want your daughter to marry a computer’s 
choice?” I blurted. 


Frank Geary pondered the question, looking not nearly as 
confident as he’d seemed. The 360 Model 20 moaned away.

To the Road 


The number of young travellers who stayed at 
Cool-Aid’s house last month is nearly double the 
number in May a year ago. 

Cool-Aid staff worker Laurie Smith said the 
organization provided meals and beds for 386 
young people in May 1970 compared to 206 cases 
for May 1969. 


“Young people are really on 
the road this year. There's no 
work, no jobs, nothing for 
them to do,” he said, 


Other staff workers said 
they expect the demand to 
become greater as the sum- 
mer wears on. In August 1969; 
683 persons stopped in at Cool- 
Aid for a few days’ rest and 
lodging. And the staff esti- 
mates they may have to 
house more than 1,000 during 
August this year. 


To help meet the increased 
demand, Cool-Aid, borrowed 
from the Department of Na- 
tional Defence 40 bunk beds, 
and mattresses, 80 blankets 
and 50 pillows. 


The group has set these up 
in the basemént of St. John’s 
Church hall. St. John’s 
donated the use of its hall 
basement for six months and 
gave Cool-Aid a $1,000 grant 
to help operate the extended 
facility.

Dickens's London lives on, 
and this. summer more pil- 


grims than ever will be tread- 
ing in the fictional footsteps of 
Mr, Pickwick, Mr. Micawber, 
Bill Sikés and those others of 
the unforgettable” gallery of 
Dickens characters. 


Despite the wear and tear 
of age and wartime bombing; 
London retains more land- 
marks—personal and literary 
—of Dickens than there are 
George-Washington-slept here 
places in the United States, 

This year—the 100th anni- 
versary of the death of Dick- 
ers — the government and 
lovers of the long-whiskered 
author are piling on ceremon- 
ies that will include everything 
from exhibits at the British 
Museum and readings from 
his works to a service at- 
tended by members of the 
Royal Family at his grave in 
Westminster Abbey’s Poet's 
Corner. 


But for the real fans of 
Dickens, who is ‘about neck- 
and-neck with Shakespeare as 
the most popular writer in all 
history, the kick will be in 
going around tramping over 
the places he marked indeli- 
bly either by his own living or 
by putting his people into 
them. 


STILL IDENTIFIABLE 

In many places, they will be 
looking at different sights 
from those of Dickens’s Vic- 
torian times.

OTTAWA (CP) — A report 
released today by the Com- 
Learning Disorders in Chil- 
dren calls for a radical re- 
organization of services to 


~help about 4,800,000 young 
Canadians 


The, report, called . One 
Million Children, is based on 
a national, three-year study 
by an Il-member committe 
of educationists, psychiatrists, 
psychologists and social 
workers. Its co-chairmen are 
Charles A. Roberts, chairman 
of the psychiatry department 
at the University of Ottawa, 
and Denis Lazure, executive 
director of the Riviere- 
des Prairies Hospital in Mon- 
treal. 

Its work was sponsored by 
seven organizations, including 
the Canadian Mental Health 
Association and the Canadian 
Welfare Council. Its 144 recom- 
mendations amount to a new 
deal for children who are 
neurotic, retarded, have 
specific learning difficulties, 
are judged to be delinquent, 
are culturally or emotionally 
deprived or who have sensory 
or physical handicaps likely 
to lead to an emotional or 
learning problem. 


HAVE DISORDERS 


“Conservative estimates tell 
us that one child in eight, or 
around one million Canadians 
under 20 years of age, have 
learning 
prevent 


an emotional or 
disorder that will 
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optimal development * unless 
some intervention. takes 
place,” the report says. 
“Canada has neither the 
manpower nor the financial 
resources to handle a problem 


ob tis, magnitake” outs hbe =the 


regular systems of child care. 


The child had to be kept 
within the regular.schoo} 
system and all the helping 
resources of the community 
should be mobilized to sup- 
port the school and reinforce 
the classroom teacher’s work 
in developing the child. 

In keeping with this, the 
committee recommended a 
reorganization of special edu- 
cation for children with emo- 
tional or learning disorders so 
that it is carried on in the 
regular classroom rather than 
in separate, segregated 
classes_and schools. 


SYSTEM MUST CHANGE 

It asked for significant 
changes in teacher training, 
many changes in. the school 
system® generally, and a co- 
operative attitude by profes- 
sionals working in the field as 
well as among different de- 
partments and services. 

In sketching the background 
for its recornmendations, the 
study committee said it found 
distressing divisions between 
many of the services and 
helping professions whic’h 
were all working separately 
to aid children.

Flight Barely Got Off the Ground 


By BOB BOWMAN 

It is usually risky to say 
that almost anything © was 
“first’’ 
was probably the first official 
airmail flight was risky in 
another sense. It was made 
from Montreal to’ Toronto on 
June 24, 1918, by Captain 
Brian Peck, an officer of the 
Royal Air Force 

Peck was based at Leaside, 
Toronto, and one of his fellow- 
officers was getting married. 
It was felt that wine should 
be served after the wedding 


but Ontario was “dry” in 
those days,» so “Peck got 
permission to fly to Montreal, 
which was “‘wet'’, on condi- 


tion that he would do some 
stunt flying to attract re- 
cruits.

The 
aircraft was so heavily laden 
(the cargo of wine was 
secret, of course) that Peck 
had to fly it under telephone 
and electric wires, and then 
bank clear of a bridge, before 
he could gain altitude. He 
landed at Kingston to refuel, 
which was just ordinary auto- 
mobile gasoline.

Standing along with the 
Canadian Labor Congress and 
the Prices and Incomes Com- 
mission are the persdnalities 
who lead and symbolize them, 
Donald MacDonald and John 
Young. 

It is erystalclear after last 
week’s happenings that 
Donald MacDonald has a 
bitter concept, bordering on 
hate, for PIC and all its 
works (“a servile agency of 
the. Government’). 


It is just as clear: that the 


grinning Dr. Young tends to 
become the grimacing Young 
when organized labor enters 
his stream-of-mouth. He radi- 
ates a patronizing distaste for 
labor’s negative and “stupid” 
resistance to his reasoning. 
It’s worth examining the 
question whether this stand- 
off,_—_so— crippling to any 
achievement of voluntary con- 
trols in the economy, is solely 
on issues, or is an unfortunate 
matching of: conflicting per- 
sonalities at the root of much 
or all of the impasse. You 
can't go into the answer 


without jettisoning any “nice - 


Nellie” neutrality. 

Over the past year of 
observing Dr. Young and a 
longer period of following 
Donald MacDonald’s leader- 
ship of the CLC, I've reached 
some firm opinions about 
each man. In shortest com- 
pass, I believe Young is a 
disaster and MacDonald 
another, though the extenuat- 
ing circumstances are kinder. 


The first point to make 
about Dr. John Young is that 
he has never been a great 
economist. His list of pub- 
lished works is very short and 
the impact of his work very 
slight. 

Nor was he known in 
academic circles as a great 
teacher, who. in the quiet of 
the university trained and 
equipped disciples for a 
major role in society.

MARIJUANA AND THE Gls 


Taking Their 


“In this place;’’ said the 
soldier with a grin, “you can 
blow your mind every night of 
the year.” 

In. the language of the 
marijuana subculture familiar 
to most Americans under 30 
but sadly baffling to most of 
the rest, the young soldier 


was saying that here in 
Vietnam cannabis, pot, the 
»—weed, giggle-smoke, grass, 


Mary Jane, call it what you 
will, is readily available and 
freely used. 

This does not mean, as 
obscure Congressmen some- 
times assert, that half the 


_ Army is permanently stoned 


or that the war is turning 


! America’s youth into drug 
addicts. 


But as anyone who has 
spent time with the military, 
knows, very many soldiers 
under 25, particularly those 
doing the fighting, use 
marijuana to relax and take 
their minds off the war. 

Largely because smoking 
pot is illegal there has been a 


marked absence of good 
statistics: Undoubtedly the 
Army has played it down, 
saying, quite rightly, that 


most marijuana users picked 
up the habit before they came 
to Vietnam. 


For some, pot is an antidote 
to fear. Since General West- 
moreland’s time most of the 
fighting has been done by 
small patrols, many of which 
can go. for weeks without 
meeting the enemy, stumbling 
into an ambush, or kicking a 
booby trap. Then one day it 
happens. Your number comes 
up. Terror is in the un- 
expected. 

Grunts (the expressive 
slang for an infantryman) on 
patrol tend not to use pot. 
Most of them~ have heard 
chilling stories of stoned 
soldiers who have blundered 
into deadly ambushes. 

A young lieutenant con- 
firmed this. “My platoon 
averages 23 men of whom 
maybe three did not “use 
grass. Most of the fellows 
wouldn’t allow anyone to 
smoke in the field. One soul 
brother did, but he was pretty 
unpopular.” 

An infantry captain who 
first came to h boars in 1967 
told me: ‘In the fiéld we had 
no problem. What I mean is I 


never noticed that any of my | 


floats that went under your 
arms and gradually lost their 
air — not very good and 
inclined to create a depend- 
ence. Or you could be dangled 
on a stout cord at the end of 
a pole, held just high enough 
to allow you to breathe, a bit 
wetly and in terror.

guys’ were stoned. It did, not 
get in the way of what they 
had to do.

But if there is a self- 
imposed prohibition in the 
field (and this varies from 
unit to unit), when troops 
return to their forward fire 
support bases the goof-butts 
light up. 

These camps, often no 
more than clearings blasted 
out of the jungle to accorm- 
modate heavy artillery pieces, 
are makeshift and frequently 
uncomfortable. There is al- 
ways a good chance they will 
be attacked and their guns 
pound away deafeningly into 
the night. The patrols come in 
to rest. 

“Usually,” said the lieu- 
tenant, ‘‘there’s no beer at a 
fire support base.

Some do, but at 
the moment narcotics seem to 
be used only by a very small | 
minority. ‘‘Most guys,” said a 
young sergeant from Brook- 
lyn, ‘‘are not that stupid.” 

At these divisional base 
camps potheads are most 
likely to come up against 
authority. This means “them” 
— the men over 30, career | 
officers or senior NCO's, | 
whom they call “‘lifers.” |

draftees, and young college 
graduate officers, who are 
civilians only in the service 
for the minimum length of 
time, lifers are in the 
minority.

The weed grows wild, the 
weed is cultivated; Viet- 
namese rarely use it but since 
the Americans arrived they 
have discovered a new cash 
crop. 


With three-harvests a year, 
the Mekong Delta is the 
marijuana bowl ‘of Vietnam.

Standing along with 
Canadian Labor Congress and 
the Prices and Incomes Com- 
mission are the personalities 
who lead and symbolize them, 
Donald MacDonald and John 
Young. 

It is crystal clear after last 
week's happenings that 
Donald MacDonald has a 
bitter concept, bordering on 
hate, for PIC and all its 
works (“a servile agency of 
the Government’). 


It. is just as clear- that the 
grinning Dr. Young tends to 
become the grimacing Young 
when organized labor enters 
his stream-of-mouth.. He. radi- 
ates a patronizing distaste for 
labor’s negative and “stupid” 
resistance to his reasoning. 

It’s worth examining the 
question whether this stand- 
off, so crippling to any 
achievement of voluntary con- 
trols in the economy, is solely 
on issues, or is an unfortunate 
matching of conflicting per- 
sonalities at the root of much 
or all of the impasse. You 
can’t go into the answer 
without jettisoning any “nice 
Nellie” neutrality.

Donald MacDonald's leader- 
ship of the CLC, I've reached 
some firm opinions about 
each man. In shortest com- 
pass, I believe Young is a 
disaster and MacDonald 
another, though the extenuat- 
ing circumstances are kinder.

The first point to make 
about Dr. John Young is that 
he has never been a great 
economist. His list of pub- 
lished works is very short and 
the impact of his work very 
slight. 

Nor was he known: in 
academic circles as a great 
teacher, who in the quiet of 
the . university trained and 
equipped disciples for a 
major role in society. 

Dr. Young had flirted with 
the Federal Liberals; in the 
mid-60s over a possible candi- 
dacy.

He takes the opportunity, 
starting from scratch an 
organization which is some- 
how independent of ‘the gov- 
ernment but not so indepen- 
dent or at arms-length as the 
Economic Council.

If Dr. Young lacks tact and 
the ability to keep a silence 
while negotiations are under 
way, Donald MacDonald com- 
pounds the assurance of dis- 
sension by a remote, em- 
battled, defensively-minded 
character.

Frankly, the CLC is not 
capable of imaginative poli-

But as anyone who has 
spent time with the military, 
knows, very many soldiers 
under 25, particularly those 
doing the fighting, use 
marijuana to relax and take 
their minds off the war. 

Largely. because smoking 
pot is illegal there has been a 


marked absence of good 
statistics. Undoubtedly the 
Army has played it down, 
saying, quite rightly, that 


most marijuana users picked 
up the habit before they came 
to Vietnam. 


For some, pot is an antidote 
to fear. Since General West- 
moreland’s time most of the 
fighting has been done by 
small patrols, many of which 
can go for weeks without 
meeting the enemy, stumbling 
into an ambush, or kicking a 
booby trap. Then one day it 
happens. Your number comes 
up. Terror is in the un- 
expected. 

Grunts (the expressive 
slang for an infantryman) on 
patrol tend not to use pot. 
Most of them have heard 
chilling stories of stoned 
soldiers who have blundered 
into ‘deadly ambushes. 

A young lieutenant con- 
firmed this. “‘“My platoon 
averages 23 men of whom 
maybe three did not use 
grass. Most of the fellows 
wouldn’t allow anyone to 
smoke in the field. One soul 
brother did, but he was pretty 
unpopular.” 

An infantry captain iy 
first came to Vietnam in 1967 
told me: “In the field we had 
no problem.

We take it for granted that 
every child who is physically 
able — and some who are 
handicapped — can swim and 
has the opportunity to learn 
here.

But if there’ is a _ self- 
imposed prohibition in the 
field (and this varies from 
unit to unit), when troops 
return to their forward fire 
support bases the goof-butts~ 


light up. 
These camps, often no 
more than clearings blasted 


out of the jungle to accom- 
modate heavy artillery pieces, 
are makeshift and frequently 
uncomfortable. There is al- 
ways a good chance they will 
be attacked and their guns 
pound away deafeningly into 
the night. The patrols come in 
to rest. 

“Usually,” said the lieu- 
tenant, ‘“‘there’s no beer at a 
fire support base.. Maybe the 
officers ip their tents have a 
couple of shots of liquor to 
keep their spirits up. The 
guys in the dugouts listen to 
music, smoke grass, and get 
pleasantly high. You can’t 
blame them.” 

Another officer. said: 
“You're got to use your sense 
in Vietnam. You can’t pounce 
on guys for small things, 
otherwise you'll have trouble 
on your hands.” 

Although a lot of marijuana 
is smoked under these condi- 
tions, more is probably con- 
sumed in the big divisional 
base camps. Companies come 
in from the field and smoke 
to relax: 
in the base camps smoke 
through sheer _ boredom. 
Sometimes they are tempted 
to turn to drugs stronger than 
marijuana. Some do, but at 
the moment narcotics seem to 
be used only by a very small 
minority. ‘‘Most guys,” said a 
young sergeant from Brook- 
lyn, “are not that stupid.”

IN PLUNGE 
FROM BRIDGE — 


KITTERY, Maine (UPI) — Eleven men fell 95 
feet to the ground today when a platform on which 
they were working collapsed on a highway bridge 
under construction. Four men were killed and 
seven were injured, three seriously. 


The platform holding 15 workmen gave way 
at one end but three managed to grab girders and 
a fourth was.snared in a rope until rescued. 


The moveable platform was beneath the 
roadway of the $21 million bridge designed to 
carry Interstate 95 over the Piscataqua River 
which flows between Kittery and Portsmouth, N.H. 


* * * 


As the platform gave way, two workers 
grasped bridgework but lost their grip and plunged 
to the dirt below. 


Firemen on aerial ladders rescued the three 
men trapped in the girders for more than one hour. 
The workman dangling from a rope was brought 
down by a rescue crew in a large crane! 

Cause of the accident was not known. 


John Shea, 23, an engineer-technician at 
Portsmouth naval shipyard, said he heard a “loud 
bang” and saw the platform tilt. 


He said -he saw six men clinging to the 
platform and one slipped off. He said that as he 
climbed a fence to offer aid, “I saw another man 
who was holding-onto a girder slip off.”

The workmen wefe removing planking be- 
neath the bridge, The platform moved back and 
forth crosswise on two I-beams. The beams, he 
said, apparently sagged downward, tilting the 
platform and dumping out the workmen. 


A fire official who helped resuce two of the 
men trapped in the girders said one was “very cool 
— he helped guide us to him.” He said. the second 
men was in a state of “semi-shock.”

“This is your 
computer speaking,"’ the voice comes from 
the flight deck.

The 
modern scientific miracle of the computer 
has made this possible with only you 
passengers aboard. Do not be alarmed, 
nothing can go wrong, can go wrong, can go 
wrong. ,..” 

*.Two things, occuring all ~but -simul- 
taneously, sent me hippity-hopping to City 
Hall. 

One: in the morning my wife had gone 
to the B.C. Telephone office to inquire about 
the charges on several long-distance calls 
not of our making. 

“The computer made an error,” said 
the little lady at the desk, cheerfully rfunding the money. 


Two: In the afternoon a scientist from Washington 
appeared on the tube describing experiments to computerize 
the American war in Vietnam through the use of sensors 
which -would relay information on enemy movements and 
instantly retaliate. ‘War will thus be brought to tatal 
sophistication,” the scientist said.

Armageddon by instant computation, a transistorized 
monster that apparently can get all balledaup over some 
simple phone calls, had me feeling suddenly like a sparrow 
caught in a badminton game. 


Frank Grealy was, as I say, soothing, A bushy-haired, 
calm man of 38 who has worked with computers for six 
years, which puts him in the covered wagon set of his 
profession, he’s in charge of the city’s data processing. 


A huge windew~in his office looks inward on a gleaming 
IBM machine called the 360 Model 20. As we talked it was 
out there, moaning softly, analyzing crime statistics, 
compiling your property assessments. and taxation, gliding 
through accounts payable, costing vehicle expenses and God 
knows what. Had it been plotting the overthrow of the 
western world it wouldn’t have surprised me. 


“First of all,” said Grealy, oozing reassurance, 
“computers seldom, if ever, make mistakes. It's easy to pass 
the buck to them, but in our two years with the 360 I've yet 
to see it goof. It’s only human error that causes it to go 
wrong. ~In the business we say ‘garbage in, garbage out.’ 
Why, computers even have the human gapacity of shutting up 
if they’re confused, We've—tried to this one with 
impossible demands. It just sensibly clams up. 


“As for itt capacity fr evil, as 4 weapon of war, for 
example, you come back to the same story. Man Still controls 
his own destiny..The computer is just one of the tools he 
uses. Not a very reliable tool, either, in the case of war, 
because you can kill a computer cold stone dead just by 
pulling the plug. John Edward Pfeiffer, who looked into this, 
pointed out that you'd need to mobilize tens of thousands of 
computers for battle conditions, that they’d be prime targets 
end, more important, if just one was destroyed the result 
could be a chaetic informational traffic jam.

“But, you see, when you've worked with computers, when 


you accept that the human evolution is the evolution of 


machines, you tend to think only of the immense good they 
can do. : 


“Man won't lose his questioning nature. He'll just find the 
answers quicker. This .computer’s work, you see, is measured 
in nanoseconds. That’s a billionth of a second! There are as 
many nanoseconds in one second as there are seconds in 30 
years! 


“What that means, in real terms, is that a scientist may 
accomplish in one day what would take a hundred years 
without the machine. When you think of what that’s done and 
will do, how it will design better cities for the future, offer 
new dimensioons in education and medicine, bring the day 
when you can simply dial a central computer to find instant 
answers, then you just have to have faith.” 


Steadied by these encouraging words I rose to leave, 
then recalled the question I'd meant to ask about computers 
selecting ideal mates for matrimony. 


“Would you want your daughter to marry a computer's 
choice?”’ I blurted. 


Frank Geary pondered the question, looking not nearly as 
confident as he’d seemed:'The 360 Model 20 moaned away. 
The nanoseconds were ominously ticking past.

WASHINGTON (CP) — The Senate’ voted 
today to repeal the 1964 Gulf of Tonkin resolution, 
amid sharp debate over tactics being followed by 
Republigan supporters of President Nixon’s South- 
east Asia policies.

OTTAWA (CP) — A St. Jean Baptiste Day 
bomb* blast rocked a national defence headquarters 


building early today, killing one woman and injuring 


two other persons. 


Dead is Jeanne D’Are St. 
Germain, 56, a communicator 
operator in the defence tele- 
communications centre. 


Capt. H. B. Vallance, 33, 
was taken to military hospital 
with lacerations, Pte. G. I. 
Swaffield, 23, was treated at 
the medical unit at defence 
headquarters for shock and 
later released. 


Defence department 
spokesmen said the bomb was 
placed in a long cement well 
just outside the room where 
Mrs. St. Germain and Pte. 
Swaffield were working. 


The bomb, believed to have 
contained a large quantity of 
dynamite, blew up at 6:26 
a.m., a minute after an 
anonymous caller telephoned 
a local radio station to say 
there would be an explosion.
